DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response filed 7/7/2009 is entered. None of the claims is 
currently amended or canceled. Claims 6, 9-10, 16, and 19-20 were previously 
canceled. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 11-15, 17-18 are pending. 

The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 7/7/2009 and Remarks, see 
pages 5-10, filed 7/7/2009 are sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1-5, 
7-8, 11-15, 1 7-1 8 under 35 USC 1 03(a) based upon the prior art disclosed in 
Von Rosen et al. (US Patent 6,493,677) in view of Bittel, Lester Robert (Ed.), 
Encyclopedia of Professional Management, ISBN 0,07-005478-9, pp, 739 and 
958 (1978) ("Bittel")in further view of Turbide, David A; "Manufacturing systems,', 
v 14n9 PP: 84-90 Sep 1996 CODEN: MASYES ISSN: 0748-948X JRNL CODE 
MF ("Turbide"). 

Note: Since the office action mailed 5/8/2009 did not include rejection of 
claims 1 and 1 1 under 35 USC 1 1 2, first paragraph, arguments referring to such 
rejection in the said Declaration and Remarks are not relevant. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in this application because in the figures 4, 6a, 8, 10a, 11 and 12a filed 4/20/2001 
following deficiencies have been noted: 

the character of the lines, numbers and letters is poor in these Figures; 
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the drawings are obscure and marred by black smudges, obliterations, or 
fax/copier marks; and 

numbers, letters, or reference characters in the drawings are illegibly 
handwritten. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no 
longer prepares new drawings.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 -5, 7-8, 11-15, 1 7-1 8 are allowed wherein claims 1 and 1 1 are independent 
claims and the rest are their dependencies. 

With regards to claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art of record, alone or 
combined, neither teaches nor renders obvious the limitations recited, as a 
whole. The reasons for allowance for the dependent claims are the same as for 
claims 1 and 11. 

4. Discussion of best prior art: The applicant's remarks filed 7/7/2009, see 
pages 5-1 1 , are found persuasive and compelling that the prior art disclosed in 
Von Rosen et al. (US Patent 6,493,677) in view of Bittel, Lester Robert (Ed.), 
Encyclopedia of Professional Management, ISBN 0,07-005478-9, pp, 739 and 
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958 (1978) ("Bittel")in further view of Turbide, David A; "Manufacturing systems,', 
v 14n9 PP: 84-90 Sep 1996 CODEN: MASYES ISSN: 0748-948X JRNL CODE 
MF ("Turbide"), alone or combined neither discloses nor renders obvious the 
limitations recited, as a whole, In independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
